Sister Klizi, 
as '.ho was rnlloil, had been the wife 
of Joseph Sinllh, Iho lil'sl expounder 
of Mormoiiisni, and was about eighty 
yonrs of ngc. with tiio sweet, placid 
faeo of one wlio. haviii'.; ouilivcd 
Iho joys airl seiriw-i <.f life, W;tS 
pallontly waiting for iheeiid. Sli,i was 
very Intolligont and well inriirmeil. 
nnd talked freely U|>ou various snb- 
.Jectai o(|ieoially that of polygamy, iu 
'whieh sko fully believed as something 
sacred and liolv, alleging many nrgu- 
iiienis in its defmiso, uno nt which wns 
|tlint aa wuineii as a class, are much 
ipnrer than m n, it is hotter for ayoung 
girl to be sixlli In tlio love uf a good 
Iman than first in tho heart ot n had 
one. She was a Horinon, and had 
been llie wife of a man of many wive-i, 
ami on llial point 1 had no symjialliy 
with her, but she iiiiprrsio l nio as a 
sincere Uhi'iatiau woman, w iili iiutli- 
iiig in her roilglon except polygamv 
which tho most rigid Evangelist e.iul.l 
not iiidorjc; and when not ^ong ago I 
heard that sli.i was dead I felt tiiiro
